which numbers of our poor labour under; many perſons have

Scriptures, and other good books, amongſt them, as one of the 
moſt effectual methods, in their apprehenſion, under the bleſſing 
of GOD, to bring them acquainted with the truth as it is 1 
JESUS, and render them wiſe to ſalvation. | 


As from this ſource many neceſſitous families, who are un- 
able to purchaſe theſe helps, will be ſupplied with them by the 
bounty of others; ſo it is no {mall advantage ariſing from ſuch 
an Inſtitution, that the riſing generation among them will be 
furniſhed with ſuch books as are beſt ſuited to their tender 
years z by means of which it is to be hoped, that, under the 
divine influence, the tendencies of corrupt nature may receive 
a timely check, and the. powerful influence of vicious ex- 
amples, in theſe ſinful times, be more effectually guarded 
againſt; their future perverſion from the principles of divine 
truth, to the errors and corruptions of thoſe who lie in wait to 
deceive, be happily prevented; and their precious ſouls be 
early initiated into the practice of piety and virtue. And if 
ſuch are eſteemed, and indeed with good reaſon, their generous 
benefactors, who kindly aſſiſt them in providing food and rai- 
ment for their bodies; that friendſhip ſurely cannot be leis va- 
Juable, which relates to their immortal ſouls, and directs them 


in the way to everlaſting bleſſedneſs and glory. 


As theſe conſiderations will, without doubt, recommend the 
attempt of the miniſters and gentlemen who have entered into 
this deſign to the approbation of all good men; fo it is to be 
hoped, (eſpecially as it is wholly void of party-views,) that it

FOR PROMOTING RELIGIOUS KNOWLEDGE

I. "THE defign of this Society being to promote Religious 


| Knowledge among the Poor, by giving them Bibles, 


Teſtaments, and other good books, where moſt needed and 
likely to be improved ; it 3s agreed that the Society ſhall be 
ſupported by an annual ſubſcription of the members, together 
with the donations and legacies of all who are diſpoſed to con- 
tribute towards it. | ö 


II. That no member ſhall ſubſcribe leſs than a guinea; that 
every ſubſcriber pay (at leaſt) one guinea at the time of his or 
her entrance as a preſent for the ute of the Society ; that the 
collector call for the firſt ſubſcription within fix months ſubſe. 
quent to the time the preſent at admiſſion is received; that 
every ſubſcriber of one guinea be entitled to a nomination of 
books, in his or her turn, of forty ſhillings value; that a ſub- 
ſcriber of two guineas be entitled to a nomination of four 
pounds value; and that a ſubſcriber of a larger ſam be entitled 
to a nomination of ſuch value as is in that proportion. 


III. That the Society ſhall meet the firſt F"edne/day in Ja- 
»uary, at fix in the evening, and the fifit /Feane/day in July, at 
ſeven in the evening, at Haberdaſbers Hall, in Maiden- laue, or 
ſuch other place as ſhall be appointed; that the members be 
ſummoned to the meeting in Jauaary by letter, and in July by 
advertiſement z that the number of ſeven be ſufficient to proceed 
to buſineſs; that a Chairman be choſen at every meeting, that 
he be a miniſter and layman alternately ; that every meeting be 
opened with prayer, and that when a miniſter be preſent he be 
delired to engage. = 
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IV. That every perſon, making a preſent of twenty pounds 
to the Society, be, upon payment of the money, deemed a 
member for life, and entitled to a parcel of books of forty 
ſhillings value in rotation, and ſo in proportion for any larger 


_ ſum. 


V. That a Committee for conducting the affairs of the So- 
ciety, conſiſting of the Treaſurer and twenty members, (five of 
them to go out annually,) together with the Bookſeller, Secre- 
tary, and Collector, ſhall be choſen the firſt Vedneſday in Fa- 
auaty, and that notice thereof be given in the ſummons for ſuch 


meeting. 


VI. That books ſhall be conſtantly provided wherein to in- 
ſert the names of the ſubſcribers, the ſums ſubſcribed, an ac- 
count how the money is from time to time applied, the books 
purchaſed and diſpoſed of, the letters received, and all other 


matters relating to the Society. 


VII. That all moneys received by the Secretary, Collector, 
or any other Member, for the uſe of the Society, ſhall be im- 
mediately paid into the hands of the Treaſurer; that the Se- 
cretary take minutes of all tranſactions at the ſeveral meetings, 
which minutes he ſhall read before the Chairman leave the 


Chair. 


VIII. That an annual ſermon be preached for the benefit of 
this charity, at ſuch time, in ſuch place, and by ſuch miniſter, 
as ſhall be thought proper; that the members dine together the 
day the faid ſermon is preached ; that twelve or more ſtewards 
be annually appointed for that purpoſe ; and that they audit the 
accounts for the current year. 


IX. That no book ſhall be received as a gift, be purchaſed 
to be given away, or, being already approved of, be rejected, 
unleſs with the unanimous conſent of the members at a {pecial 
general meeting, after having been firſt propoſed at a former ; 
and that, in the printed ſummonſes for ſuch meeting, the pro- 
poſal for the reception, purchaſe, or rejection, of the ſaid book, 
be expreſsly mentioned. | 


X. That ten or more nominations ſhall be diſtributed monthly 
to the ſeveral members in the order they ſtand on the liſt ; that 
it is expected of every member, being in arrears the whole an- 
nual ſubſcription, that he pays the ſame before he receives the 
nomination he may become entitled to in rotation; and that a

ſubſcriber in the country or foreign parts may empower a mem- 


ber to receive his books as often as allotted without farther 
notice. | . | 


XI. That the uſual Paper, with the Society's title, ſhall be 
printed and paſted within the cover of all their bound books; 
that the Bookſeller do deliver the ſeveral nominations upon a 
proper warrant, under the Treaſurer's hand, being produced: 
that the warrant ſhall be to — or bearer 3 and that a perſon 
having received notice, and not demanding the books within 
four months from the date thereof, do forfeit the nomination to 


the ſociety. (This to be expreſſed in the notice.) 


XII. That the carriage of the ſeveral nominatwns ſent into 
the country from the bookſeller ſhall be defrayed by the Soci- 
ety ; and that an intimation be ſent with them, that it 1s ex- 
pected an acknowledgement of their having been received ſhall 
be tranſmitted to the Secretary. 


XIII. That an account of the Society, containing a ſuitable _ 
preface, the rules, the names of the committee, a liſt of the 
{ubſcribers, a ſtate of its accounts, a proper form for donation 
by will, extracts of letters, and the names, numbers, and 
prices, of the books given away, ſhall be annually printed in 
octavo.

From Miniſters who have received Books from 
the Society. „ 


Trowbridge. Rev. Nar k. RawLins. —Laſt Saturday I re- 
ceived a parcel of books from the Society for Promoting Reli- 
10us Knowledge among the Poor, which Mr. Plummer was ſo 
ind to order to be ſent to me ; for which I am obliged to both 
the Society in general and to Mr. Plummer in particular. We have 


a multitude of poor people who attend places of worſhip, who 
cannot purchaſe Bibles, yet can read them when put into their 
hands. I hope to place thoſe books in ſuch a manner as ſhall 

- anſwer the deſign of the Society, in giving them to thoſe who 


will thankfully receive them, then read them, and not part 
with them. The Word of God is the golden key that the 
Holy Spirit makes uſe of, by his power attending it, to unlock 
the hearts of men, and to open the eyes of the underſtanding. 
This muſt be left with him who openeth and none can ſhut. 


Shrewſbury. Rev. Ms. PALMER. —T have already diſtri- 
buted moſt of the Bibles where I was convinced they were much 
wanted. To one poor woman I gave a Bible, and Hymn and 
Palm book, who broke out in the following manner: Bleſs 
the Lord who always gives me more than I aſk ; I only aſked 
him for a Bible, and he has alſo ſent me a Hymn-book and 
Pfalm-book ! I have now enough; I want no more; I ſhall 
never be poor as long as I live; when I die I will leave them 
to ſome poor ſoul who loves my Lord Jeſus, and has not money 
to purchaſe a Bible. Tell thoſe who ſent them, my ſoul prays 
God to reward them, and I know he will.“ 7 


Another receiving a Bible, while her dear huſband was fo 
aſtoniſhed that he could not utter a word, addreſſed him thus: 
« Why, Richard, the Lord ſends us all we want. I had been 
thinking this week we would have a new Bible; that I would 
put by three pence every week till I had money enough to buy 
one. Then they both thanked God and thoſe who ſent them. 


I gave another to a poor ſervant-boy in the houſe where I 


hve who took it home to his parents, and talbed to them about 


their ſouls till they ſhed tears, and promiſed they would come 
and hear me preach at the Birches ; — which they haye done.
